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Dear Dr. Shenderey: 

Dr. Daniel I. C. Wang of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, who 
is the project coordinator on Project I, Single-cell Protein (SCP) , has 
asked me to write to you concerning the holding of the first SCP con- 
ference. We do not have Dr. Gregorian's full name and address, and it 
would be appreciated if you would indicate with whom Dr. Wang should 
correspond concerning the SCP conference. 

Dr. Wang suggests, for your consideration, that the SCP conference be 
held either on September 22-26, 1975 or October 13-17, 1975, probably 
at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology in Cambridge, Massachusetts. 
The meeting would take a total of 5 to 7 working days, with 2 to 3 days 
being taken up by the conference, and the rest of the time spent visit- 
ing various research institutions. It is anticipated that 10 to 15 U.3. 
scientists will participate in the meeting. It would be appreciated if, 
in your response, you would indicate the probable number of U.S.S.R. 
participants and, when available, their .names and titles.

You might wish to talk with him about the proposed meeting if you have 
questions about Dr. Wang's proposed dates, subject matter, location, etc 
I, of course, would be most pleased to hear from you at any time. 

As we approach the month of April, time for choosing a satisfactory June 
date for the next meeting of the Joint US/USSR Working Group in Moscow 
becomes short, since June schedules are beginning to be formed already. 
We should settle on a date before too much time passes, unless the Joint 
US/USSR meeting is to be held at a later date.
